Now in view of the fact that after the tax 
was all made and our report made to the state of our 
financial standing, a petition was presented to the 
selectmen requesting the board to abate $2,000 of © 
the above amount. Upon looking over the running 
expenses of the town more closely we came to the con- 
clusion we could grant the petition and come out right 
at the end of the year and pay all our bills. This 
petition we granted which gave to each and every tax 
payer twenty-nine cents abatement on each $100 of the 
valuation, or $2.90 on each thousand, and we court an 
investigation of our books to verify the statement.

SCHOOL REPORT, 


Another year has rolled around, and with it another 
school year has passed and gone, which reminds your 
committee of their duty to give an account of their stew- 
ardship, and in so doing would most respectfully submit 
the following report. We think the schools, taken as a 
whole, throughout the year, have been fully up to the 
average of the past, and for the last two terms, never in 
a more prosperous condition. 

Our present list of teachers, without a single exception, 
are up to the times in methods of instruction, and are 
competent and hard workers, as the results of their 
labors abundantly show. No. 4 school was unfortunate 
the last term in having a large number of the scholars 
out sick with the measles, and taking into consideration 
the short term, it was impossible to make the progress 
they otherwise would. 

At our last school meeting a truant officer was elected, 
and he has attended to his duty so well, that there has 
been 125 children brought into the school room, the 
larger part of whom never were there before. In pro- 
viding for this large number, it has been necessary to 
establish another school, by hiring a part of a dwelling 
house, and fitting it up for that purpose. Beside this 
it has been necessary to carry other children to and from 
school who live too far away to walk. Add to this the 
reinsuring for three more years of all the houses, except 
two, and it makes a large expense, which was unfore- 
seen at the commencement of the year; consequently our 
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funds run short, and instead of our usual 33 weeks of 
school, we ‘have been able to have but 27 weeks. A 
little over three years ago, we had but seven schools in 
town, now there are ten, and in the future it will be 
necessary to raise considerable more money to have our 
usual number of weeks of school. There is too much 
indifference with parents about their children attending 
school, as the sequel shows. Sometimes there is cause 
for dissatisfaction and sometimes there is not, but be it 
real or fancied, it is. a very wrong thing to make the 
matter worse, by giving the children to understand that 
the teacher is no good, and thatthey will not learn any- 
thing if they go, and so let them stay away. It is im- 
possible to have a successful school without harmony 
in the district, no matter what the teacher is. As for 
repairs, the No. 2 house, at Martin’s corner, has been 
put in good repair, and painted inside and out, also a 
wood-shed built. No. 4, in Wilson district, has been 
painted inside and out. Some grading done around 
No. 5,in Neal district. No. 6, at the village, has had 
a metal ceiling put in the primary department, and the 
yard been graded. The school now occupying tempo- 
rary quarters will have to be provided tor in the near 
Tuidser let us berrencrous and) mect the. expease 
cheerfully, for education is the most precious of gifts 
that we can bestow on our children, who are to take our 
places in the future.
